. All players taking part in these tournaments must be registered as play- 


ers with Associations affiliated to the State Associations they represent, 
and must be under 15 or under 17 as at 1st January in the year of 
competition. 

These tournaments adopt the Laws of the Game as contained in the 
Referees’ Chart and Players Guide to the Laws of the Game (current edi- 
tion) as published by the Football Associtiation (England) and as modi- 
fied by these playing rules.

Duration of games shall be 2 x 25 minute halves of playing time with an 
interval of not less than 5 minutes and not more than 10 minutes. Injury 
time may be allowed at the referee’s discretion. 

Teams will consist of no more than 16 players and 2 officials. 

3 substitutes may be used at any time during the game. 

Should a team bring 16 players to the Championship then they will be 
allowed to list 5 reserves on the team sheet — only 3 of whom may be 
used in any one game. 


. Each participating State Association is required, wherever possible, to

If goal differ- 
ence is the same, then the team with the most wins will be placed higher 
in the Championship Tables. Should the number of wins be equal then 
the team which has scored the most goals will be placed higher. If goals 
scored are equal, they will be joint placegetters. 


. If for any reason a State reports that it cannot field a team for any match 


during the tournament, then the opposing team shall be awarded 2 goals 
and 2 points.
